New Way To Dress Up 
Your Studio Couch 


r P: 

T HE studio couch is coming injo 
its own in the modern homo. 
Twentieth century hospitality in¬ 
cludes the ability to ask guests to 
stay the night even though the 
apartment be small and only one 
bedroom, available. This accounts 
for the extraordinary sales of 
studio couches and the transforma¬ 
tion of the living room itself Into 
a combination studio-bedroom. Sug¬ 
gested below are a few ideas to 
incorporate the studio couch into 
a lounging nook by daytime and 
destroy none of its advautuges as 
an emergency bed. 

A framework of rough 2x2 sea¬ 
soned lumber is built to the neces¬ 
sary size. This is then covered with 
pressed wood and trimmed at the 
joints with ordinary decorative 
moulding obtainable from any lum¬ 
ber dealer. Book shelves, radio, 
liquor or lineu compartments can 
be built into the end sections and 
U U well to Include also on the top 
of each end section an electrical 


socket for lamps. In the unit pic¬ 
tured here, the back is hinged at 
the bottom and swings down and 
open to allow the storage of blan¬ 
kets. sheets, pillows. Units of this 
type can also be constructed to 
make use of extra box spring and 
mattress of either standard or spe¬ 
cial size. A midwestern hotel was 
recently remodeled and refinished 
and leather divans were fitted iuto 
units of this type in modern pri¬ 
vate diuing rooms. 

Pressed wood is suggested for 
use here because it is easy to 
handle and offers none of the Join¬ 
ing and finishing problems * regu¬ 
lar lumber. It cun be pure' *ed in 
sheets up to 4 x 12 feet and .aj sur¬ 
face is smooth and it needs no 
finishing. It cau be painted to fit 
the general color scheme of the 
room, but the rich, brown luster 
of the fabricated wood offers a de¬ 
lightful combination with other 
colors either in harmony or 
contrast

STANDING in the shadows of the 
high hills, in the rugged fastness 
of the extreme northern reaches of 
Mendocino county, California, is a 
personification of the Little Red 
School House which may some day 
become nationally known and na¬ 
tionally famous. 

4L Th n e Bcl1 Springs Station school— 
the Box Car school, as it is known to 
the few who have knowledge of its 
exintence was born out of necessity 
and is surely one of very few such 
answers to a definite need, if not 
the only one in existence. 

Bell Spring Station’s population is 
very limited and its present school 
enrollment numbers eight. The sta¬ 
tion itself probably owes its exist¬ 
ence to the necessity of providing a 
place of residence for Northwestern 
Pacific section workers, for in this 
isolated district, in the heart of the 
mountains, the railroad’s minute 


men must be on the job, alert and 
diligent to keep a clear, safe and 
serviceable track. 

The school building is exactly what 
the name implies-a Northwestern 

ucific box car of the conventional 
box car red, but in arrangement- 
and appointment it serves admirably 
its purpose and can accommodate a 
limited increase in attendance. 

About 100 feet removed from the 
railroad right-of-way, well lighted 
through skylight and eight windows, 
four on each side,# the interior has 
been done over to make it secure 
against the blasts of winter. Rattan 
seats, which have done service in 
the company’s “day coaches,’’ fur¬ 
nish a comfortable seating arrange¬ 
ment before the sloping desks. The 
“front” of the building, toward 
which the students face, is provided 
with desk and table for use of the 
teacher.
